Hakoah are one of the oldest State 
League clubs in Australia, and they are 


one of the most successful. 

Their success in recent years has not 
been spectacular, but they are slowly build- 
ing up to be one of the forces in State 
League and this year could see them in the 
final four. 

The Hakoah club was founded in 1927 
by the late Jack Skolnik. In the early years 
they played on the Exhibition grounds, the 
old Olympic Park and Princess Park. 


In 1956 they made their start at Middle 
Park, sharing an old tip with South Mel- 
bourne United. 


£65,000 to be spent 


Today, of course, Hakoah are joint ten- 
ants with Hellas of the magnificent re- 
modelled Middle Park with its first class 
playing surface, concrete terracing, super 
Stands and dressing rooms, catering and 
press facilities that go to make up any first 
class ground. 

The remodelling and renovations at 
Middle Park are estimated to cost about 
£65,000. 

It is a tribute to the Hakoah officials— 
and their Hellas counterparts — that they 
have persevered and pestered Senator Pat 
Kennelly and the Middle Park Trustees to 
make, Middle Park what it is today. 


What is not known to many people is 
that the Hakoah and Hellas clubs have had 
to make big sacrifices and guarantes to get 
where they are. And without Senator Ken- 
melly emd the Middle Tash Trusvees one 
shudders to think what the ground woul te— 
like. It’s certain the clubs would have no 
hope of performing operation “Magic” with- 
Out outside aid, 

The road to the top for Hakoah has not 
been easy. During the war they merged 
with Moreland. Three times they were re- 
legated to the second division, but’ each 
time they fought their way back te the top 
league. 

Some of the outstanding players in the 
early days were Jack Skolnik, Ace Roth 
(captain for many years), Frank Mclvor 
(now chairman of the Country Association), 
Nat Spicer, Alan Forest and Alby Meyer. 


The club won senior league honours in 
1934, 1935 and 1943. They won the Dockerty 
Cup in 1935, 1945, 1953, 1954 and 1956. The 
Reserves won the league in 1958, 1959 and 
1960 as well as the Harry Armstrong Cup 
in 1956, 1958 and 1960. 

Ace Roth, Ralph Piercy, Harry Rice, 
David McIntosh, Harry Sutherland, Tom 
Jack and Syd Thomas played for Victoria 
and Australia. 


Four of the best 


Four of the best ever to play for Hakoah 
were ‘Aldo Vitti, Ace Roth, Milija Vesovic 
and Tom Jack. 

As well as the senior side and reserves, 
Hakoah have always encouraged the juniors 
and at the moment have 120 boys of all age 
groups under their wing. 

Mature products of their juniors still 
on their books are Sam Tarascio, Doug 
Rogers and Stan Jacobs. 

They have a special section, too, in 
Hakoah-Ajax, whose current form and plac- 
ing suggests they will be a valuable nursery 
side. 

Night Soccer finalists this year, Hakoah 
faltered early in the current league program 
but with new talent plugging weak positions 
they have hoisted themselves well up the 
Jadder and the future looks bright. 

Their recent defeat of Juventus 
and draws with Hellas and George Cross 
suggest the Middle Parkers are back with 2 
bang.
